New York, September 2.—The Flush 
steamer Masconomo, one of the Morgan 
line, arrived today from South Africa. 
Sicrping on the way at St. Helena and 
St. Lucia. The Masconomo took out to 
Scuth Africa a cargo of supplies for the 
British army from St. Johns, N. R., and 
has been engagei1 about three months in 
that service.

ARE PREPARING FOR FLIGHT. 


Kruger and Steyn Ready To Run 
from the British. 

Pretoria, September 1.—Mr. Kruger and 
Mr. Steyn have gone to Barberton. It 
is believed that they are preparing for 
flight. ‘The general opinion is that the 
war is now very near the end; but, should 
the Boers construct strongholds in the 
bush, on the veldt, or elsewhere and be- 
gin a system of raids, the British would 
require further large supplies of horses. 

General Buller moyed fourteen miles 
nerthward along the Lydenburg road and 
crossed Crocodile river to Badfontein. He 
fcund the Boers concentrating in the 
Crotodile mountairs. 

A force of Boers under Commandant 
Theron broke through the British lines 
and captured and burned a supply train 
at Kilp river station, taking thirty pris- 
epers, and drove the Boers into the Pills. 

Colonel Plumer dispersed a small com- 
rando under Comandant Pretorious, east 
of Pinar's river, capturing twenty-six 
Boers, a number of wagons and a quan- 
tity of catcrle and rifles.

The wrecked train consisted of ten day 
coaches and was the first section of a 
large excursion made up of people from 
Bethlehem, Allentown and surrounding 
towns to Atlantic City. It left the union 
depot in Bethlehem at 6:05 a. m., exaetly 
thirty-five minutes behind the milk train, 
The latter train consisted of two milk 
cars and two passenger coaches and had 
stopped at every station on the road from 
Bethlehem en route to Philadelphia. At 
6:54 the milk train drew up at the milk 
platform at Hatfield and in less than two 
minutes the special excursion train, run- 
ning at the rate of thirty-five miles an 
hour, crashed into the rear of the milk 
train. The locomotive plowed through the 
two passenger coaches and crushed them 
as if they were egg shells. The milk car 
immediately in front was also badly 
wrecked. Four persons, Godfrey Kaelin, 
his daughter Mamie, Harold Landis and 
William Blackburn, on the passenger car 
of the milk train, were almost instantly 
killed, Fortunately there were very few 
persons on this train,

HASKINS GIVES HIMSELF UP. 


Claims That the Man He Killed First 
Shot at Him. 

Augusta, Ga., September 2.—(Special.)— 
Henry Haskins, the negro who killed Bob 
Chamberlain, at Lake Olmstead last 
night, gave himself up today. He claims 
that Chamberlain shot at him three times 
before he fired in return, and had also 
attempted to cut him with a knife. He 
says Chamberlain firs€ collared him with 
his left hand and attempted to open, with 
his teeth, a large knife he had in his right 
hand, Haskins jerked away from him and 
Was walking away with his back to 
Chamberlain when the latter shot him, 
the bullet entering the back of his right 
arm near the elbow, running down the 
forfarm and lodging near the. wrist. 
Chamberlain fired two other shots and 
missed. By this time Haskins got out his 
pistol and with his left hand shot twice, 
both bullets taking effect, either of which 
would have proved fatal. 

After the shooting he went on several 
miles further out of town and spent the 
night at the Alexander place, and today 
returned to town, gave himself up. and 
pad a bullet cut out of hig arm.

Dublin, Ga., September 2.—(Special.)— 
Special Agent J. W. Arnold, of the post- 
office.department, on Friday inspected 
free rural mail delivery route No. 1 in 
this county and yesterday inspected 
route No. 2. He was favorably impressed

The announcement wag made last 
Friday that a reduction of wages is 
contemplated in the Fall River cotton 
milis. The Boston ‘Transcript says that 
while this announcement is “rather a 
discouraging incident.” {it should not 
“occasion much surprise when the con- 
ditions that have prevailed in this bus- 
iness for some time are taken into ac- 
count.” These conditions are cata- 
logued by our contemporary as, first, 
the high price of cotton: second, the 
loss of a large part of our export trade 
by the disturbances in China, which is 
our largest foreign market; and, third. 
the increased cost of machinery and 
fittings of every kind. 

Under these conditions the mills are 
storing their white cloth away and 
scheduling it at top values. There 
seems no reason to believe that cotton 
will be sold at a lower figure. and so, 
according to The Transcript, “the only 
way to discount this inevitable future 
is by cutting present wages.” 

All this may be so, and yet it is a 
very awkward state of things in the 
face of .a republican campaign in 
which the only argument is the cry of 
“prosperity” and “four years more of 
the full dinner pail.”” Uncle Hanna 
would do well to make a note of it.

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THE ANNIVERSARY 
OF ATLANTA’S FALL

Yesterday was the anniversary of At- 
lanta’s surrender. 

The oldtimers who were here thirty-six 
years ago have not forgotten the: gloom, 
the tumult and the terror of that event- 
ful day. 

Few eyes were closed during the sultry 
night which had been selected by the 
ee for the evacuation of the 
city. 

Thousands of marching men, hundreds 


‘of army wagons and numerous batteries 


of artillery made a tremendous racket 
and filled the streets with clouds of dust. 

The citizens remained in their houses, 
the majority in total ignorance of the 
real meaning of this movement. 


About 1 o'clock on the morning of 
September 2d a terrific explosion on the 
Georgia railroad, within the city limits, 
threw our people into a panic. 

From a window on the second floor of 
my house I could see the tongues of 
flame darting upward 7 

During four terrible hours the explo- 
sions continued, until seventy carloads 
of powder and bombshells were de- 
stroyed. 

The retreating confederates had set 
fire to the cars because they were unable 
to get’ thenf out of the city or carry 
their contents on their overloaded wag- 
ons. 

The eruptions were almost voleanic in 
their appearance and scores of abandon- 
ed dwellings, for hundreds of yards 
around, were ‘SKhattered by the flying 
fragments NS: 

From my point of view, a mile and a 
half away, the scene was both grand and 
terrifying. 

The ground roeked, houses trembled 
and window glass might have been heard 
crashing in every direction.

Daylight came at last; and with it the 
explosion? ceased. 

The sun, dimly seen through the clouds 
of smoke overha ging the town, looked 
like a big ball of ced fire. 

All was quiet, but it was a suspicious 


ull. 

What could it-mean? 

Here and there an adventurous citizen 
tried a scouting tour of a few blocks, 
only to return in a hurry to bar his doors 
and get his weapons in order. 

A few confederate cavalrymen lingered 
on Decatur street, and it was reported 
that they fired a few random shots at the 
federals before leaving. 


From their dens and hiding places 
swarmed hundreds of haggard and rag- 
ged men, women and children, who pro- 
ceeded to plunder the stores and unoccu- 
pied residences.

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THE FOREIGNER IN 
THE CONFEDERATE ARMY 


This is probably Colonel Moore’s last newspaper article.. 
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By the Late M. V. Moore. 


MONG the conspicuous facts in the 
A historv of the confederate army is 

the showing of its homogeneous 
character. It was emphatically repre- 
sentative of southern manhood and south- 
ern chivalry. It had no foreign hirelings 
in its ranks. The men who fought under 
the sacred flag were there from the high- 
est and purest motives of patriotism. 
There was no question and no delusion 
about the principle at stake: it was 
southern independence, and without any 
of the subterfuges that have clouded the 
cause of the northern volunteer. There 
were thousands under the stars and 
stripes that actually were in absolute ig- 
norance af the cause of country or of 
patriotism. These were the mercenary 
foreigners without any conception of our 
language or our institutions—many of 
whom were even base hirelings without 
even the love of adventure to stir their 
hearts. They moved merely to the im- 
pulse of the dollar. ” 

Such characters were exceedingly rare 
in the confederate army. We had no for- 
eign mercenary element in either rank 
or file that is worthy of enumeration in 
the aggregates. While the federal army 
held more foreign-born troops than there 
were soldiers in the entire southern ar- 
my—scores of the high officials being 
among the imported element—the number 
of foreigners holding official position on 
the southern side may be counted on one’s 
fingers. While some of the foreign offi- 
cers on the federal side were classed as 
criminals and dishonored fugitives from 
their native lands, those who cast their 
lots with the confederacy were men of 
highest and cleanest personal character. 

One of the most distinguished and be- 
loved of these was a Prusstan of noble 
fame—Heros Von Broeck, by name. This 
man was one of the conspicuous charac- 
ters in the Virginia army. He was a 
volunteer aid. with rank of major, on 
the .staff of General J. E. B. Stuart, of 
the cavalry. He was moreover a person-. 
age always cordially welcomed and hon- 
ored at the headquarters of Generai Lee. 
I was once present there on an occasion 


-when the Prussian afforded an immense 
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tion for the lives, 
of their people. 

This was conditionally promised and 
about 11 o’clock that morning the first 
body of federals marched into Atlanta, 
headed by the regiment of Colonel—af- 
terward general—John Coburn, of In- 
diana.

In an hour every street was crowded 
with blue uniforms 

Very soon there was not one of our 
native plunderers to be seen. At the 
sight of the first yankee they threw down 
their booty and fled. 

Then some of the visitors tried their 
luck at looting, but they were speedily 
stopped bx_their officers. 

At 4 o’clock in the afternoon I walked 
from where Brotherton's store now 
stands, on Whitehall, to the old Wesley 
chapel, on Peachtree. 

I had to thread my way through 
crowds of soldiers, bu. I did not' meet 
either insult or violence. The invaders 
were in a good humor. 

Countless army wagons filled’ the 
streets, unloading supplies, which were 
carried into the vacant business houses, 

Several enterprising sutlers had al- 
ready unpacked and arranged their goods, 
and one store was filled with the latest 
novels and illustrated periodicals—a re- 
freshing sight to a boy like myself, hun- 
gry for fresh reading matter. 

The day before our newsboys had been 
selling the Macon, Augusta and Rich- 
mond papers on the streets, but their 
Places On the streets, but their places 
had been taken by a crowd of youngsters 
who were yelling: ‘“Here’s your New 
York Herald, Harper’s Weekly, Frank 
Leslie, New York Tribune and Chicago 
Times!”

I walked out on Marietta street about 
@ mile, and found nearly every. house 
more or less shattered by the enemy’s 
shells. Sdéme of the houses were com- 
pletely wrecked. 

Near the city limits I met a drunken 
federal lieutenant. 

“Where is the hell is Atlanta?’ he 
shouted from the other side of the 
street. 

“You are in Atlanta now,” I said.

amount of pleasure and interest to thou- 
sands: and in an event which came near 
giving a tragic ending to the American 
career of the magnificent major. The 
thrilling episode is worth repeating now. 

The event occurred in the fall of 1862, 
when General Lee had the famous re- 
view of all his cavalry in Virginia. Or- 
ders for the assembly of all the brigades 
had been duly published, and when the 
time came for the materialization of the 
scheme, thousands of civilian spectators 
and many infantry and artillery officers 
and soldiers were gathered on the scene 
to witness the unparalleled parade. The 
Virginia matrons and mafdens were there 
in all their beauty, gayety and 
splendor. Stuart never spared an occas- 
ion when the lovely Virginia girls could 
he gathered for the inspiration and de- 
light of the soldiers. Me and Major Von 
Broeck were on this occasion. the cyno- 
sures of all eyes. They were exceedingly 
handsome and attractive men—each one 
possessing a most charming personality. 
But there was a dignity and majesty of 
bearing in the Prussian that contrasted 
with the supple and gay Virginia cav- 
alier. The foreigner was a head taller 
than his beloved chief, Stuart—whom he 
really adored—as did many of us south- 
erners with that Knightly soldier. The 
aid had also the advantage in the size and 
keeping of the mount—the horse beneath 
the rider: 

After the review proper was over, it 
was proposed that Major Von Broeck, 
for the special entertainment of the ladies 
present. would give an exhibition in dis-, 
play of the Prussian saber drill. 

Now the major’s splendid saber was the 
talk and pride of the Virginia cavalry. 
The Prussian was not only of an immense 
physique—tilting the beam at over 250 
~—but his sword was in like proportion. It 
was a ponderous weapon. a double-edged 
Damask blade, more than twice the 
weight of the usual officer’s saber. But it 
was a thing of beauty in the manufac- 
turer’s art. 

In the display of the sword tactics the 
major showed dexterity in handling the 
huge instrument of war. He could change 
from twirl to thrust or guard, not_Lonly

gan firing promiscuously, but he was 
considerate enough not to aim at me.

Sherman did not enter Atlanta that 
day. He was with the main body of his 
army near Jonesboro, and I did not see 
him until several days later, when he 
had his headquarters in the present. high 
school building, corner Washington and 
Mitchell streets, and not in the Leyden 
house, as has been erroneously reported. 

My walk through the city the day of 
its surrender was under conditions which 
did not allow me to clearly view the sit- 
uation. 

I saw, however, that many citizens felt 
relieved. They had passed through the 
siege and they hoped for good order and 
protection under martial law. 

The unionists were happy, and I saw 
many on the streets who had been in 
concealment for months. 

But the loudest and most prominent of 
all were several men who had been re4d- 
hot secessionists all the time. 

These men were riding around with the 
federal officera, telling them how much 
they had suffered and how they hited to 
play a part and disguise their union sen- 
timents. 

But these fellows were soon discovered 
and they did not remain long in Atlanta. 

Yesterday, while I was recalling these 
matters, I heard the roll of a drum and 
the strains of martial music.

To the fair ones he gave @ ma- 
festic and delighting wave of the hand, 
and then he bowed low and graciously 
in profoundest obesience. The movement 
of his hand had the embodiment of #8 
much assurance and authority that ft at 
once silenced the fears and the screams; 
while the magnificent salaam, i his bow, 
brought the entire corps of cavalry into® 
loud and long cprer of happiness—even 
the grave ard alarmed General Lee giving 
hearty utterances: of thankfulness that 
the snlucky knight still had his Ife and 
his most admirable courtesy. 

As soon as the skies had. been cleared 
of the falling timters and the dust of the 
disturbance created by the frantic efforts 
of the big Pennsylvania horse, the ladies 
made an impetous rush for the presence of 
the maior. They deluged him so Wi 
sweet-coated compliments and exprem 
sions of delight for the other parts of the 
performance that the gallant man felt” 
amply repaid for the ti:rilling mishap. 

After the war Major Von Broeck went 
back to Prussia. but he left his beaut 
ful. stainless sword in the keep ng of 
Virginians. where it still remains. He 
wrote and published a history of his em 
periences in the American civil wal 
which is a valuable contribution to te 
Story of the cenfederacy. Recently his 
eldest son has come to this country, ; 
in honor of the cause for which his noble 
father fought. he will make Virginia his 
home. If he comes to any of our reume

The interest aroused in the estimate of:} 


the cotton crop made by the commission- 
ers of agriculture has extended all over 
the south. This estimate, giving the crop 
for 1900 at 9,354,500 bales, which is some- 
thing unde: the crop of last year, will, it 
is said, put a stop at least for a time to 
the attempts of the buyers of cotton tu 
make the crop look larger than it ts. Only 
a few days since, the attention of the de- 
partment of agriculture was attracted to 
a statement given out by a North Caro- 
lina firm containing the valuable informa- 
tion that the condition on August ist 
presage’ a crop of 13,000,000. 

As to the ability of the commissioners 
of the several states to estimate the cot- 
ton acreage in their respective states, no 
one will entertain a doubt but that thev 
have the advantage over any one else. 
When they get together, therefore, and 
put their figures in a row the result will 
be at least a fairly accurate estimate of 
what the cotton states will produce. 

A good many inquiries have been receiv- 
ed requesting to know why Commissioner 
Stevens, of Georgia, changed‘his figures; 
end did not give in at Raleigh, N. C., 
the same report that he submitted two 
weeks before. 

On the basis of the August Ist condition 
the estimate for Georgia was 936,000 bales. 
Since then, however, the condition of the 
growing staple has greatly improved, as 
the result of good rains, and the last esti- 
mate for Georgia made by the department 
ef agriculture was for 1,026,000 


PRYOR L. MYNATT 


Had Been in Bad Health Some 
Time, 


CONFINED TWO WEEKS AGO 


Was a Gallant Confederate Officer, 
Prominent Attorney, Public 
Spirited Citizen, a Man of 
Literary Attainments. 
Funeral Tomorrow. 


Colonel Pryor L. Mynatt died last night 
at 9:30 o'clock ai his residence, 85 Wash- 
ington street, of acute indigestion, after 
én iliness of two weeks. At the time of 
| his death he was seventy years of age— 
| almost seventy-one, as the 7th of thik 
, month would have been his seventy-first 
birthday. 
| 


Colonel Mynatt had been in bad health 
for over three vears, having sustained a 
| stroke of paralysis, which causcd his re- 
| tirement from the active practice of his 
profession, the law. 
| This attack was slight, however, and 
he continued in fairly good health until 
a month ago, when he suffered an attack 
of acute indigestion. Afwo weeks ago he 
| was confined to his room, and grew stead- 
lly worse until last night, when he dicd. 

Colonel Mynatt leaves a wife and two 
' children, Joseph L, Mynatt. a prominent 
farmer of DeKalb county, and Miss Alice 
Mynatt, to mourn his loss. 

The funeral will sceur 
dence, on Washington street, 
afternoon at 4 o'clock. The 
will be at Oakland. 

Sketch of His Life. 

Colonel Mynatt was born m Knox 
county, Tennessee, September 7, 1829. He 
was the son of Jpseph and Eliza Mynatt, 
the former of English and the latter of 
German descent; His father was a farm- 
er, and the early vears of Colonel My- 
natt’s life were passed upon a farm 

His elementary education was received 
at the old-fleld school of his native town. 
He afterwards attended Marysville col- 
lege, in Blount county, Tennessee, from 
which he graduated in 1850. 

fter a short period of teaching school 
in DeKalb county, Alabama, he com- 
menced the study of law at home, supple- 
mented.by/a term in the Lebanon iaw 
schoo] { iddle Tennessee. He was ad- 
mitted to the bar in 1855, and at once be- 
gan the practice of his profession at 
Jacksboro, Campbell: county, Ternnessce. 

Here he remained but a short time when, 
desiring a broader field, he removed to 
Knoxville, Tenn., where he was gaining 
& lucrative practice when the war 
tween the states began. 

In this struggle his sympathies were 
with the confederate cause. He accord- 
ingly in the early part ef the war united 
with comyany B, of the Sixty-sixth con- 
federate regiment of Tennossee infantry. 
In the early part of, 1862 he enlisted in 
company I, Second cavalry regiment, and 
during the battle of Murfreesboro he was 
made commissary of the cavalry corps 
commanded by General Humes, which 
formed a part of General Wheeler's cav- 
alry command. He remained m the latter 
position until the close of the war, and 
was parolled at Charlotteville May 3, 1865. 

After the close of tiie war, Coionel 
Mynatt came to Atlanta, and no young 
attorney ever began the practice of his 
profession under circumstances of more 
discouragement. Not only was the field 
at that time anything but promising, but 
his books and property in Tennessee had 
been confiscated, and, without muney or 
friends, he was compelled to commience 
life anew. 

He had been connected with some of the 
most important litigations in the city, a 
notable case being a suit brought ® the 
bondholders agains: the Piedmont Alr- 
Line railway, involving $11,000,000. In this 
case Colonel Mynatt was the principul at- 
torney of the railroad, and was opposed 
by some of the leading lawyers vu: the 
State, 

After a iong fight, the suit was decidea 
in Colonel Mynatt’s favor, and was con- 
sidered ove of his greatest legal vic- 
tories. 

He was leading counsel 
railroad commission case, which 
menced ‘n 1879 and continued for 
than three years. 

These are only two of the large number 
of important and interesting cases in 
which he participated as counsel, gaining 
for himself an enviable reputation both 
for pleading and practice. No lawyer vf 
the state bar possessed in a higher degree 
the confidence and respect of his sasso- 
clates, both for professional attainments 
and manly, honorable attributes. 

He was a member of the constitutioral 
convention in 1877, and in 1878 was elected 
a member of the state legislature, sery- 
ing with zeal and efficiency in that body 
for nearly three years. 

In 1860 he married Miss Alice Wallace, 
daughter of the late Hon. Campbell Wal- 
lace, who was for several years chairman 
of the railroad commission of Georgia. 

He was a consistent member of the 
Central Presbyterian church, and was for 
a number of years one of the elders. He 
was, literary in his taste, and kept fully 
abreast of the thought of the day. He 
was public spirited and had contributed 
his full share to all projects which aided

At Trinity church yesterday the sacra- 
ment of the Lord's supper was adminis- 
tered in the presence of a large. congrega- 
tion.

“If any man be in Christ he ts a new 
creature.’’—II Corinthians, vy, 17.

The opening gun in the state democratic 
campaign of the year will be fired by 
Governof Allen D, Candler at Cusseta, in 
Chattahoochee county, tomorrow, just one 
month before the day of election, Occa- 
sional democratic rallies have been held 
during the past summer !n counties where 
the nominees of the party in power are to 
have opposition, but the address of Gov- 
ernor Candler in Chattahoochee on Tues- 
day will be the signal that will open the 
campaign proper. 

Among the democratic leaders whose 
names are on the list for addresses at 
different points in Georgia and who have 
accepted invitations to speak at county 
rallies are Chairman F. G, duBignon and 
ex-Governor W. J. Northen. This list has 
so far not been completed by Vice Chalir- 
man E, T. Brown, tn charge of the task, 
although there are no lack of names to 
go to make up such a Ist. 

Ex-Governor Northen has been urged to 
speak one day this month tn Jackson 
county at a democratic mass meeting to 
be arranged in his, honor. The date of the 
rally has not been fixed, but on account 
of the strong opposition in the thirty- 
third senatorial district, the meeting in 
Jackson will be one of the most important 
of the entire campaign. In Jackson and 
Banks there wil] be opposition from the 
populist fold, and Hon. J. N. Holder, of 
Jackson, nominee of the district for the 
seat In the upper house, will be opposed 
from the same direction. On a recent visit 
to Atlanta, Representative. Holder ex- 
pressed the opinion that his opponent 
would in all ‘probability get no encour- 
agement from the voters of the district to 
repeat his opposition to the nominee of 
the democracy.

The occasion in 
Jones will be largely va social one, but 
the political situation will be discussed, 
although Jones county !s not infected in 
any way with populist nominees. In Bald- 
win a democratic rally will be held. No 
ticket has been put in the fleld by the 
populists of Baldwin and the democrats 
there belfeve that if any one can conecili- 
ate the thied party adherents, it is Govy- 
ernor Candler. 

Vice Chairman Brown, who has already 
communicated with the chairmen of the 
different county committees on the sub- 
ject, is anxious to get the names of all 
the counties that need democratic speak- 
ers other than those whose services can 
be secured at home. If there are any that 
have not communicated on this subject 
with the vice chairman, it is his desire 
that they do so without more delay. 


The meeting of the new state democrat- 
ic committee has been practically set for 
Tuesday, September llth. ‘‘It will be fm- 
possible,”” said Chairman duBignon yes- 
terday, ‘“‘to definitely decide the date of 
of the meeting until more of the commit- 
teemen have been heard from, but it looKs 
now as though Tuesday week will be ac- 
ceptable to all.”’ 

As the state committee stands at pres- 
ent there are eleven places vacant—the 
places that are to be filled by appoint- 
ment of the chairman under instruction 
of the state convention. Considerable in- 
terest is manifested all over the state in 
the appointments to be announced this 
week and Chairman duBignon has his 
hands ful] considering the claims of can- 
didates for the committee presented by 
friends who were in the elty yesterday. It 
will very probably be Tuesday or Wea- ! 
nesday before the list of eleven new mem- 
bers is announced. 

There is to be one new member in each 
congressional district and already Chair- | 
man duBignon has completed his list with 
the exception of one or two names. 

The committee will be called together 
next week more as a matter of formality 
and custom than for any special reason. 
This is so because the thorough organiza- 
tlon of the democracy in the different

counties leaves practically nothing for the 
headl committee to do, and insures an 
overwhelming victory at the polls, in ad- 
vance, While in session the committee 
will hear from those counties where popu- 
list or republican opposition ia to be en- 
countered and an effort will be made to 
co-operate with such to the extent of ar- 
ranging mass meetingg and rallies before 
the day of the election. 


Governor Candler has been strongly im- 
pressed with the request of National 
Chairman J. K. Jones, that democratic 
clubs be-organized at once, in every coun- 
ty of>Georgia. The governor returned to 
the city yesterday after spending a. day 
or two with his family at Gainesville. 
“While no one will deny,” said Governor

al committee, aga a thoroughly practical 
one. There is always strength in organi- 
zation and always weakness where there 
is no organization. I do not mean to say 
that we in Georgia have no organization 
now, for we have a splendid one, but I do 
say that there is always room for im- 
provement, and the suggestion of the na- 
tional committee should be complied with 
at once.’’ 

The convention of the democratic clubs 
of the United States to be held at Indlan- 
apolis, Ind., the town that has suddenly 
developed into the political Mecca of the 
campaign, will be second itn {mportance to 
the conventions of the two big parties. 
Every state in the union will send dele- 
gations to this gathering and Georgia 
should not be left behind tn this respect. 
The Young Men's Democratic League of 
Fulton has enrolled {tself as a member of 
the national organizatfon and other coun- | 
ty clubs should join with Fulton to swell | 
the Georgia delegation. The idea of the | 
county club has been heartily indorsed by | 
Mr. Bryan and Chairman Jones. These 
two party leaderg are back of Editor W. 
R. Hearst tn his effort to build up the na- 
tional club organization, as they believe 
that great good is bound to come out of 
it. 

The democrats of a number of counties 
have called metings to be held at different 
times during this week and next for the 
purpose of organizing democratic clubs 
along the line of Chairman Jones's sug- 
gestion, and others are expected’ to fol- 
low the example before the month is over. 

“These clubs,” said Governor Candler 
yesterday, in speaking on the subject, 
“will not only accomplish the purpose 
suggested by Chairman Jones, that Is, 
ald in the national election, but they will 
do for the state itself what is equally im- 
portant, strengthen the state organiza- 
tion and thereby reduce the etrength of 
the opposition.,”’

branches of the church of Jesus Christ.” 

So speak our standards in, unequivocal 
deliberate terms; I repeat, I know of no 
creed of any other church that puts on 
record in its very constitution formal and 

express recognition of the rights of 
other churhes to be esteemed ‘true 
branches of the church of Christ.” 

2. In the reception of members by lettr 
from other churches and in the dismissal 
of its own members to connect themselves 
with other churches. 

A letter from a Methodist or Baptist 
or any evangelical church is receivea 
upon the same footing as one from a 
Presbyterian church; a member bearing 
such a letter stands upon the same level

one of our own churches. We dismiss to 
other churches also !n precisely the terms 
we uSe to our own; and we give not mere- 
ly a certificate of “good and regular 
standing,’”® but we invariably commend 
the bearer cordially to the Christian love 
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Pastor of the First Presbyterian Church of Columbia, S. C. 
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‘a2 mention the Calvinistic branch of the 


Methodist church: So that a very good 
showing may be made for the claim that 
the majority of evangelical believers are 
subscribers to the doctrine of election. 

We differ from the prelatic churches 
on the doctrine of orderp, but in such 
difference we are again in the ma- 
jority. 

While we are at one with our Baptist 
brethren on the great doctrines of grace, 
we part from them on the sacraments, 
but here once more we seem to have 
the majority on our side; perhaps four- 
fifths of Christendom agree with us in 
the matters of difference between the 
Baptists and ourselves. 

When it comes to church government 
the case is not so clear at first blush; 
one reason for this is that some churches 
are Presbyterian in faet without being 
so in form. Were all the bodies govern- 
ed by presbytery united under the Pres- 
byterian name they would form a vast 
host, possibly equal numericaly to those 
gathered uftder the banner of any other 
form of church government. 

In the third place, the Presbyterian 

church is eminently catholic in its preach- 
ing. : 
It is often and earnestly urged that 
our church suffers sorely from a failure 
to preach more frequently its distinctive 
doctrines. I believe that the Presbyte- 
rian pulpit does less denominational 
preaching than any other on earth. How 
seldom does one hear a sermon from 
it on its distinctive doctrines! This ab- 
stinence has been carried so far indeed 
that many of our own people have grown 
sensitive to the point of finding fault 
with a Presbyterian preacher for ex- 
pounding and defending strictly Prest}- 
terian doctrine from a Presbyterian pul- 
pit! It is not at all unlikely that some 
of you now listening to me are actually 
criticising me at this time for defending 
our church from common and groundless 
charges. The fact and the frequency of 
such unreasonable ‘criticism is of itself 
a very practical and a very forcible 
evidence of the abounding and uniform 
eatholicity of its preaching. 

I need not refer in this connection to 
the very frequent tender of our pulpits 
to the ministers of other churches; this 
custom is too common to need emphasis. 
Of course it constitutes a practical rec- 
ognition of the ministry and orders of 
these churches. 

The catholicity of the church appears, 
again, in its conditions of membership. 

I have often read discussions in the 
press which assumed that creed sub- 
scription was a requisite for membership 
in the Presbyterian church. The church 
has been frequently condemned for mak- 
ing doctrine rather than character the 
test of, communion. Such a statement 
must be the result either of culpable 
ignorance or of malicious misrepresenta- 
tion; it has not the shadow of excuse 
for utterange. After a pastoral experi- 
ence of some years, I can say that I have 
never known an instance’in which tests 
for doctrinal soundness formed any part 
of a session's examination of a candidate 
for membership. On the contrary the 
examination is invariably a practical one 
concerned only with testing the candi- 
date’s experience of the grace of God 
in his heart. The only condition of mem- 
bership in the Presbyterian church is a 
personal faith in the Lord Jesus and a4 
covenant to follow Him. Surely the en- 
trance to no church could be broader 
than this. 

But we see this Catholic spirit most of 
all decided and pronounced in its practi- 
cal recognition of all evangelical churches. 
Here will be found a most decisive 
test and judged by this test the position 
of our church is clear as the light 

1. In its constitution we find an explicit 
disavowel of any exclusive claim. It 
bears upon its forefront the repudiation 
of bigotry. This is worthy of note; so far 
as my knowledge extends, the ab nay Ae 
ian church stands alone in this, vis: Tha 
it has its catholicity built into the very 
bedrock of its constitution. of. . 

The confession of faith, chapter XV. ; 
says: “The visible church consists 0 
all those throughout the world, thas-pfo~ 
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and fellowship of the church to which 
the letter goes. 

3. In its reception 
other churches. 

Did you ever hear of a minister being 
received from another church into our 
own without a full recognition of the 
orders of the church from which he 
came? Did you ever hear of a presby- 
tery requiring a reordination? Suppose 
one of our presbyteries were to require 
a distinguished minister from some other 
denomination to go before a church ges- 
sion and be received into the communion 
of the church upon 
what a how! of criticism would at once 
be raiséd! 

The truth {is we are far more liberal) 
with ministers coming to us from other 
churches than we are with our own: 
the latter we examine exhaustively on 


of minsters from 


a curriculum embracing the whole pro- 


vince of learning, sacred and secular, 
whereas, we ask of the former only a 
few questions concerning his cordial ac- 
ceptance of our doctrines and receive 
and enroll him among our ministers, 
whether or no he has ever read a word 
of Greek, knows a letter in the Hebrew 
alphabet, or has ever heard even of the 
council] of Nice! . 

4. This recognition appears 
genial form in ths sacrament 
Lord’s supper. Do you know of any 
church on earth that more cordial! re- 
cognizes the brotherhood in Christ at 
the communion table? Where do you 
hear more clear and cordial invitations 
to all members of Christ’s body, irrespec- 
tive of their eartQly, name or denomina- 
tion. Did you ever know a Pres- 
byterian preacher to fail to 
make this invitation broad and clear? So 
broad and clear that no one could feel 
omitted. It is not left to general infer- 
ence, but usually so given that participa- 
tion in the communion is felt to be as 
much a duty\ as a privilege. 

In truth when we consider the four 
points just enumerated, it seems that 
the Presbyterian church recognizes the 
churehly character of the sister denomi- 
antions in every practical way possible. 

The breadth of Presbyterianism appears 
once.more in the freedom from sectarian- 
ism in business relations. Our own peo- 
ple often complain of a lack of loyalty 
in this respect. You frequently hear 
members of the Presbyterian church 
engaged in business complain that their 
fellow church members do not give them 
their preference in trade; they sometimes 
allege that. their main support comes 
from the members of other churches, 
while those of their own church trade 
elsewhere. 

Again, in some states there are col- 
leges for men and colleges for women 
under distinctly Presbyterian control, It 
js notorious that such institutions often 
comnlain that they do not command the 
gupport of the church; they assert over 
and over again that the other denomina- 
tions are much more loyal to their de- 
nominational schools than the Presby- 
terians. 

tt is a well known fact that state tnsti- 
tutions, even in such states as have first 
class' Presbyterian colleges, receive a 
large patronage from Presbyterian peo- 
ple: it will be usually found to be a larg- 
er proportional patronage than that from 
ny other church having its own denomi- 

ational college. 

I am not approving or condemning this 
@isposition on the part of Presbyterians; 
whether it be right or wrong is not the 
question; I simply note it as having a 
very direct bearing on the matter of sec- 
tarian narrowness and bigotry. The point 
to such complaint cannot be justly charg- 
ed with an pyar atte) ee they 
broad and independent. 
nals: The catholic spirit of Presby- 
terlanism takes most practical form in 
the liberal support it gives to undenoml- 
national. and inter-denominational work 
Ofrhe Shrisiian Endeavor Society affords 
pointed, forcible illustration. This organ- 
ization. absolutely and rigorously unde- 
nominational by its constitution, has be- 
come predominantly Presbyterianism in

benevolences of @ more local character 
such, e. g. as city hospitals. In all union 
efforts in the support of whichthe differ- 
ent denominations unite, it is an excep- 
tional case in which the Presbyterians do 
not furnish more @han their proportionate 
share. 

Moody is reported as having said that 
whenever he set out to raise $100,000 for 
his undenominational work,- he expected 
to get $80,000 from Presbyterians. When 
Mr. Moody died a large committee of in- 
fluential men. a dozen or more, were ap- 
pointed to raise $3,000,000 as a memorial 
fund to perpetuate his various schools; 
the press at the time noted the fact that 
with possibly one exception, every mem- 
ber of that committee was a Presbyte- 
rian, and yet Mr. Moody was a member 
of another church! At a summer resort 
last season the rector of a very large 
Episcopal parish remarked pleasantly to 
me: 

“One of your good Presbyterian broth- 
ers gave us $100,000 for our great cathe- 
dral in New York city.” 

To which I answered: 

“Yes; and when one of your good KEpis- 
copal brothers gives $100,000 to build a 
Presbyterian chureh, please drop me a 
card at my expense.”’ 

Reference is not had here to the econtri- 
butions for church work or enterprises 
under church control, but to the general 
work that looks to all the churches for 
its support. If the facts about such work 
were fully known the public would be 
surprised to find ‘what a disproportionate 
share of the burden is borne silently and 
willingly by the very church which many 
people consider so narrow and bigoted. 
Withdraw this support, and the paralysis 
that would blight most of the unsecta- 
rian benevolent. organizations and soci- 
eties would be a' revelation. 

If you doubt the truth of these state- 
ments. search and see. Look into the 
list of contributors and note the result. 

The progress of our discussion then, 
would seem to show that the Presbyterian 
church may claim to be catholic in dis- 
tribution. catholic in doctrine, catholic 
in preaching, catholic in conditions of 
membership, Catholic in every possible 
recognition of other churches, catholic in 
business interests, end eatholic in general 
benevolence. Such being the case, we 
think all charges of narrowness and lack 
of liberality are unjust, and that on the 
contrary our beloved church deserves the 
rather commendation for an eminent 
catholicity; catholicity of doctrine and of 
work. of heart and of life.
